aides are indicted 


Paul Manafort, ex-deputy face fraud charges; third pleads guilty

WASHINGTON — The special counsel 
investigating Russia’s role in the 2016 
presidential race announced criminal 
charges Monday against three former 
campaign aides to Donald Trump, includ- 
ing his former campaign manager, marking 
a new phase in the FBI probe of the 


president’s inner circle. 

One of the three repeatedly sought to 
arrange a meeting between then-candidate 
Trump and senior Russian officials in 
London or Moscow, according to court 
documents. The meeting did not take place, 
but court documents describe an extensive 
effort by Russian officials to gain access to 
the campaign. 

Court papers disclosed that George 


Papadopoulos, a former foreign policy 
adviser to the Trump campaign, is cooper- 
ating with prosecutors led by special 
counsel Robert Mueller, who is pursuing 
allegations that Trump’s aides cooperated 
with Russian officials seeking to influence 
the U.S. election. 

Paul Manafort, who was Trump’s cam- 
paign manager, and Richard Gates III,

Netflix 


sets end 


for ‘House 
of Cards’ 


Decision unrelated to sexual 
misconduct allegations 
against Spacey, network says

Netflix announced Monday that it is 
ending “House of Cards,” the political 
drama filmed in Maryland, after its upcom- 
ing sixth season. 

The news came a day after sexual 
misconduct allegations were made against 
Kevin Spacey, who stars in the show as 
Frank Underwood. The decision to end the 
popular series was not related to the 

+ allegations, a Netflix 
i spokesperson said. 

Netflix and Media 
Rights Capital released a 
joint statement to The 
Baltimore Sun on Mon- 
day afternoon saying they 
were “deeply troubled” 
by the allegations and 
that executives from both 
companies “arrived in 
Baltimore this afternoon to meet with our 
cast and crew to ensure that they continue 
to feel safe and supported.” 

“As previously scheduled, Kevin Spacey 
is not working on set at this time,’ they 
wrote. 

Actor Anthony Rapp has accused Spacey 
of making a sexual advance toward him 
when Rapp was 14 years old. In a statement 
posted on Twitter, “House of Cards” creator 
Beau Willimon said he had not been aware 
of any misconduct from Spacey while 
working on “House of Cards.” 

Spacey said in astatement Sunday that he 
was “beyond horrified” by the allegations. 
He said he did not remember the encounter 
with Rapp, “but if I did behave then as he 
describes, I owe him the sincerest apology 
for what would have been deeply inappro- 
priate drunken behavior, and I am sorry for

Disciplinary trial begins 
for driver in Gray case 


Goodson accused of neglect 


of duty; defense says city, 
police leadership failed

During the first day of Baltimore Police 
Officer Caesar Goodson Jr’s adminis- 
trative trial in the death of Freddie Gray, 
prosecutors said he was neglectful of his 
duty to keep Gray safe and dishonest with 
investigators trying to figure out what 


happened. 


Neil Duke, the attorney prosecuting 
Goodson on more than 20 charges of 
violating department policies, said the 
officer’s actions as the driver of the police 
van in which Gray suffered a spine injury 
that proved fatal in 2015 showed both 
professional and personal failings. 

After writing the words “DUTY?” “RE- 
SPONSIBILITY” and “INTEGRITY” ona 
whiteboard during his opening remarks, 
Duke told the three-member panel hear- 
ing the case that Goodson had failed in all 
three regards. He said Goodson failed to 
secure the shackled Gray in a seat belt, 
properly investigate dangers to his safety, 
inspect his surroundings to ensure Gray’s 
safety, speak with him to ensure his 


well-being or call for a medic when he 
requested one. 

The administrative trial at the Uni- 
versity of Baltimore was not a criminal 
proceeding — Goodson was acquitted of 
murder in Gray’s death last year — but was 
about “consequences,” Duke said, in an 
apparent nod to both Gray’s death and 
Goodson’s possible termination. 

Sean Malone, Goodson’s defense attor- 
ney, in contrast, cast his client as the victim 
of failed city and police leadership. He said 
city leaders are seeking to make the officer 
“the face of their failure” to improve 
training and equipment for years despite 
knowing that what was in place left

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Bill revoking parental rights 
of rapists gains powerful allies 


Miller joins Busch in voicing 
support for bill that has died 
nine times in legislature

The two most powerful men in the 
General Assembly are promising to pass a 
bill next year stripping parental rights from 
rapists, adding strong allies to legislation 
that has died nine times before. 

Senate President Thomas V. Mike Miller 
announced on Facebook that he would join 
as a co-sponsor and introduce the legisla- 
tion as Senate Bill 2 when the General 
Assembly reconvenes in January. “Senate 
Democratic leadership is going to make 
clear this a priority,” Miller said, adding that 
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“we can make sure victims of rape are 
protected and not forced to co-parent with 
their rapists.” 

House Speaker Michael E. Busch, who 
had long advocated the policy, announced 
at the close of the General Assembly session 
that he would co-sponsor the bill and 
introduce it as House Bill L 

Maryland is among six states without any 
law on the books to let rape victims 
terminate an attacker’s parental rights 
when a child is conceived by rape. 

The two chambers approved differing 
versions of the legislation last year, but the 
negotiating committee failed to reach a 
compromise before time expired in the 
annual 90-day session. 

News that the all-male, five-member 
negotiating team did not reach a deal drew 
criticism, which advocates said helped 
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
